London, July 17 —The Sho*ighai cor­ 
respondent of the Evening News tele­ 
graphing under date of July 17. the fol­ 
lowing: ‘‘Tile allied troops resumed an 
attack on the Chinese walled city of. 
Tam Tsin on the morning of July 14, 
and succeeded in breaching the walls 
aud capturing the forts. 
Chinese were 
completely routed and the allies took 
possession of the native city and its de­ 
fenses. 
The total losses of the allies in engage­ 
ments Thursday, Friday and Saturday 
about 800 killed or wounded. Casualties 
greatest among Russians and Japanese. 
The guns of the allies did immense 
damage to the native city, causing many 
largo conflagrations and finally silenced 
a majority of the enemy’s guns simul­ 
taneously. The 1600 Russians, assisted 
by small parties of Germans and French, 
assaulted aud captured eight guns in po­ 
sition on the railway em ban km eat and 
the fort, the magazine of which the 
French subsequently blew up. 
A body of American, British, Japan­ 
ese and Austrian troops then made a sor­ 
tie aud attacked the west arsenal, which 
the Chinese had reoccupied. After three 
hours’ of the hardest fighting yet expe­ 
rienced the Chinese fled. 
When the arsenal had been evacuated 
I by the Chinese the American, French. 
I Japanese aud Welsh fusileers advanced 
j towards the native city and joined with 
th** other attacking forces.

Washington, July 17.- -The decision 
of tho ad mini).; ration is that t ho United 
States gov* riunout is still not at war 
with the government of China. 
Tho 
big happenings at. Tien Tain, coming on 
top of the stories of the last struggles at 
Pekin, have not affected the attitude of 
the administration on this point, aud 
the United States and China are tech­ 
nically at peace. 
But this statement should not he ac­ 
cepted as indicating a p o ro se on the 
part of the United States government 
to withhold its hand from the adminis­ 
tration of swift and adequate punish­ 
ment upon tile Chinese, without regard 
to station, who may be responsible for 
the outrages, for the past few weeks. It 
me.h i s simply that tho government o f 
the United States feels that it can best 
achieve that purpose by regarding tho 
status officially as one of peace. 
To hold otherwise would seriously 
cripple the government in its efforts to 
obtain satisfaction for 
tho 
outrages 
the Americans in China have suffered. 
We should find th,* paris of China now 
ois*n to us, closed, and all sorts of im­ 
pediments would be encountered which, 
are now missing. 
Therefore, according 
to the administration view a declara­ 
tion of war would afford not even a 
technical gain, while it would actually 
be a heavy drawback. 
The principal question was how many 
t,r*K>ps could be spared to go to China, 
and the opinion was that somewhere be­ 
tween 5000 and SOC1') men could be spared 
to the oust from Cuba and the United 
States in addition to tho troops already 
under orders. 
A statement prepared by Adjutant 
General Corbin shows that there are 
now a grand total of 10,061 officers and 
men in China en route to Chitin, en 
route to Nagasaki, or under orders for 
Nagasaki. 
The question of transportation of the 
troops now on their orders for Nagasaki 
is one which is causing the war depart­ 
ment considerable anxiety. 
A high 
official of the department said today 
that with the fleet of transports now 
available 
it would not be possible to 
land the last of the 10,000 troops at. Nag 
asak! before the last of September ortho 
first week in October. 
The quartermaster general has In­ 
creased the fleet of transport for the 
Philippines in China by the charter of 
transports Phyrra aud Athenian. 
The quartermaster’s department has 
400 mules en route to 8 oast Ie, which will 
make up a part of tho cargo of the four 
auimal transports just chartered. 
Two 
hundred mules are already afloat with 
the Sixth cavalry, hut the mounts of tho 
First and Fifth cavalry divisions are yet 
to be provided for. 
Transportation in China is still an 
open question, owing to tho lack of in­ 
formation possessed by the war d e t r i­ 
ment as to the roads. 
Two complete 
pack trains of IOO mules each r*ready 
have been started for Nagasaki aud 
doubtless will be of inestimable value to 
the forces, this being the only power 
there represented which makes uso of 
pack trains.
